CHARTER REVIEW - 

AT MEETING OF US, UK, FRANCE AND USSR TO DISCUSS CHARTER 
REVIEW, ALL FOUR DELS AGREED THEY SHOULD DO NOTHING TO 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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EXPEDITE COMITE'S WORK AND SHOULD WORK TOWARD LEISURELY 
GENERAL DEBATE WHICH WOULD USE UP AS MUCH OF SESSION AS 
POSSIBLE. ROSENSTOCK RAISED QUESTION OF SMUN PRESS RELEASE, 

WHICH WAS INCONSISTENT WITH COOPERATION ON CHARTER REVIEW 
ITEM AND APPEARED TO COMPLETELY DISREGARD OUR EARLIER 
COMMENTS ON BYELORUSSIAN NOTE TO SYG. HE POINTED OUT WE 
COULD SPEAK OF SOVIET ABUSES OF VETO, AMONG OTHER THINGS, 

IF THAT WAS WAY SOVIETS WANTED IT. BRITISH SPOKE ALONG 
SAME LINES, AND FRENCH THOUGHT THERE WERE BETTER WAYS TO 
WASTE TIME THAN BY ATTACKING EACH OTHER. SOVIET COUNSELOR 
SMIRNOV, JUST RETURNED FROM MOSCOW, SEEMED UNAWARE OF SMUN 
RELEASE, AND WAS CERTAIN SOVIETS WOULD NOT USE COMITE AS 
FORUM TO STIR UP TROUBLE AGAINST US, UK OR FRANCE. 
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SEPARATELY. OHTAKA (JAPAN) SAID GOJ WILL PLAY LOW KEY ROLE IN 
COMITE AND WILL BE SATISFIED IF NOTHING IS ACCOMPLISHED. HE 
ADDED THAT JAPAN WILL BIDE ITS TIME, WHILE MAINTAINING 
COMITE IN BEING, IN CASE IT SHOULD BECOME USEFUL FORUM 
IN WHICH TO RAISE QUESTIONS OF GOJ INTEREST IN PERMANENT 
SC SEAT AND ENEMY STATES CLAUSES. (CONFIDENTIAL -

SECURITY COUNCIL - RENEWAL OF UNEF'S MANDATE 

SC JULY 24 ADOPTED, 13-0-0 WITH CHINA AND IRAQ NOT 
PARTICIPATING, RESOLUTION (S/1 1774/REV. 1) RENEWING 
UNEF'S MANDATE FOR THREE MONTHS UNTIL OCT. 24, CALLING ON 
PARTIES CONCERNED TO IMPLEMENT IMMEDIATELY SC RES 338, 

AND REQUESTING SYG TO SUBMIT AT END OF MANDATE OR ANY 

INTERVENING PERIOD REPORT ON SITUATION IN MIDDLE EAST AND 

STEPS TAKEN TO IMPLEMENT RES 338. SYG EXPRESSED GRATIFICATION 

AT SC DECISION, SAID EXTENSION OF UNEF'S MANDATE WAS OF 

GREAT IMPORTANCE NOT ONLY FROM POINT OF VIEW OF MAINTAINING 

QUIET IN AREA BUT ALSO BECAUSE IT WOULD FACILITATE NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

THIS, HE STATED, SHOWED SC'S CAPACITY FOR DEALING WITH IMPORTANT 
DECISIONS. PRESIDENT EXPRESSED "APPRECIATION TO THE GOVT OF 
EGYPT" FOR ITS POSITIVE RESPONSE. REPS OF EGYPT, ISRAEL AND 
ALL COUNCIL MEMBERS SPOKE. 
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REVISED DRAFT RES REPLACED WORD "WITH" BY "FOR" IN THIRD 
PREAMBULAR PARA WHICH READS: "BEARING IN MIND APPEAL 
ADDRESSED BY PRESIDENT OF SC TO GOVT OF ARAB REPUBLIC OF 
EGYPT ON 21 JULY 1975 (S/1 171 ) AND EXPRESSING SATISFACTION 
FOR REPLY OF GOVT OF REPUBLIC OF EGYPT THERETO (S/11771)." 

FOLLOWING ADOPTION OF RESOLUTION, EGYPTIAN REP MEGUID TOLD 
SC THAT WHEN HE LAST TALKED ON ISSUE OF EXTENDING UNEF’S 
MANDATE HIS OBJECTIVE HAD BEEN TO PREVENT CONTINUED 
ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF EGYPTIAN TERRITORY. ISRAEL HAD BEEN 
RESPONSIBLE FOR DELAYS, BUT EGYPT CONTINUED TO WORK FOR

AL-SHAIKHLY (IRAQ) STATED UNEF'S PRESENCE HAD BEEN ABUSED. 

ZIONISTS SOUGHT LONGER MANDATE FOR UNEF BECAUSE THEY 

WISHED TO CONSOLIDATE THEIR POSITION AND CONTINUE COLONIZATION 

OF OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. IRAQ SUPPORTED STRUGGLE OF PALESTINIAN 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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PEOPLE TO REGAIN THEIR RIGHTS TO WHATEVER FORM THEY MIGHT 
CHOOSE, AND FOR THAT REASON HIS DEL DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN 
VOTE. 

AMB MOYNIHAN SAID US FELT THAT UNEF WAS ESSENTIAL NOT ONLY ON 
GROUND IN MIDDLE EAST BUT ALSO FOR CONTRIBUTING TO ATMOSPHERE IN 
WHICH FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS WERE PROCEEDING. FACT AREA OF 
UNEF OPERATIONS REMAINED QUIET WAS TRIBUTE TO DESIRE OF 
PARTIES CONCERNED TO PERSEVERE IN THEIR SEARCH FOR PEACE AS 
WELL AS TO THOSE RESPONSIBLE FOR MAINTENANCE AND FUNCTIONING 
OF UNEF - SYG AND HIS STAFF. SC'S ACTION WOULD ENABLE 
CONTINUATION OF EFFORTS TOWARD JUST AND LASTING PEACE. 

USG, HE ADDED, WISHED TO EXPRESS APPRECIATION TO PRESIDENT 
SADAT AND PRIMIN RABIN FOR AFFIRMATION OF ACTIONS WHICH 
SERVE MUTUAL INTERESTS OF BOTH SIDES. 

OVINNIKOV (USSR) SAID PALESTINIANS MUST HAVE RIGHT TO SET UP 
THEIR OWN STATE; FURTHER DELAYS IN ARRIVING AT SOLUTION 
COULD ONLY COMPLICATE PROBLEM; AND FURTHER PROLONGATION OF 
UNEF MUST BE USED FOR BRINGING ABOUT COMPREHENSIVE POLITICAL 
SOLUTION. HE REFERRED TO CONTINUED ISRAELI RESTRICTION OF 
MOVEMENTS OF UNEF AND NEED FOR "MAXIMUM ECONOMY" IN 
EXPENDITURES. CHINA, BY LABELLING OTHERS AS SUPERPOWERS 
WITHOUT JUSTIFICATION, HAD WON LABEL FOR ITSELF OF "SUPER- 
DUPER-POWER," HE ASSERTED. 

CASTILLO (COSTA RICA) CONSIDERED PRESENCE OF UNEF ONE OF 
IMPORTANT ASPECTS OF EFFORTS TOWARD PEACE, AND BELIEVED 
EFFORTS BY EGYPT AND ISRAEL WERE WORKING IN THAT DIRECTION. 

SATO (JAPAN) SPOKE OF CONTINUOUS EFFORT WHICH WAS STILL 
NEEDED TO ACHIEVE DESIRED RESULTS. SUNDBERG (SWEDEN) 

AGREED THAT UNEF’S PRESENCE WAS ESSENTIAL, EMPHASIZED 
IMPORTANCE OF FORCE BEING ABLE TO FUNCTION AS INTEGRATED 
UNIT WITHIN TOTAL AREA OF OPERATIONS, AND STATED THAT 
NEGOTIATIONS MUST NOW BE PRESSED WITH RESUMED ENERGY. 

OYONO (CAMEROONS) STATED THAT NEVER HAD FORCES THAT SOUGHT 
NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT BEEN AS STRONG AS THEY ARE NOW. 

JACKSON (GUYANA) SPOKE OF IMPERATIVE NEED FOR MAJOR IMPETUS 
TO BE GIVEN TO NEGOTIATING PROCESS. IN VIEW OF KANE 
(MAURITANIA), EGYPT'S ACCEPTANCE OF RENEWAL OF MANDATE. 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IN FACE OF CONTINUED ISRAELI "DILATORY TACTICS," 

DISPLAYED POLITICAL COURAGE. 

UK AMB RICHARD COMMENTED THAT EVENTS OF LAST FEW DAYS 
UNDERLINED PRECARIOUSNESS OF PRESENT SITUATION. WHILE FULLY 
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CONSCIOUS OF DIFFICULTIES INVOLVED, HE URGED THAT CURRENT NEGOTIATION 
S 

SHOULD NOW BE PRESSED ON WITH GREATEST ENERGY AND SPEED. 

LECOMPT (FRANCE) REGRETTED THAT SC RES 338 HAD NOT BEEN 
IMPLEMENTED, UNDERSTOOD EGYPT'S CONCERN OVER DELAYS IN 
LIBERATION OF ITS TERRITORY, AND SAID SITUATION WOULD 
REMAIN EXPLOSIVE UNTIL SUBSTANCE OF SITUATION WAS 
TACKLED. 

BYELORUSSIAN REP DECLARED THAT ISRAEL MUST WITHDRAW, 

PALESTINIANS MUST HAVE RIGHT TO ESTABLISH THEIR OWN STATE, 

AND UNEF MUST HAVE COMPLETE FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT. HE FAVORED 
RESUMPTION OF GENEVA CONFERENCE, WITH PLO PARTICIPATION. 

SALIM (TANZANIA) FULLY SHAREE EGYPT’S CONCERN OVER ROLE 
IMPROPERLY ATTACHED TO UNEF BY ISRAEL, AND SAID HS VOTE 
FOR FURTHER EXTENSION OF UNEF’S MANDATE SHOULD BE VIEWED IN 
CONTEXT ONLY OF POSITIVE ROLE ASCRIBED TO UNEF. 

SC PRESIDENT PLAJA, SPEAKING AS ITALIAN REP, WELCOMED 
EGYPT'S POSITIVE REPLY, POINTED OUT UNEF COULD NOT BE 
SOLUTION IN ITSELF, OBSERVED THAT SITUATION SC FACED THIS 
WEEK UNDERLINED DANGEROUS SITUATION WHICH EXISTED, AND 
STATED THAT RENEWAL OF MANDATE OFFERED NEW OPPORTUNITY TO 
PARTIES TO OVERCOME PRESENT SITUATION. 

RIGHTS OF REPLY - 

MEGUID SAID ISRAEL HAD MADE MOCKERY OF COUNCIL BY 
CRITICIZING RESOLUTION AS "UNBALANCED," AND DORON REPLIED 
THAT ISRAEL HAD TO PROCEED WITH CIRCUMSPECTION IN LIGHT OF 
PEJORATIVE REFERENCES IN EGYPTIAN PRESS WHICH CONTINUED 
TO REFER TO ISRAEL AS "THE ENEMY." HUANG STATED THAT 
SOVIET REP HAD NOT TOUCHED ON CHINESE STATEMENT BUT 
ATTEMPTED TO JEST; SUPERPOWER WAS IMPERIAL POWER THAT SOUGHT 
WORLD HEGEMONY, AND WAS NOT SOVIET UNION PRECISELY 
THAT? OVINNIKOV REITERATED HE CALLED CHINA "SUPER-DUPER 
CONFIDENTIAL

TEL AVIV, BAGHDAD)
